At the age of 10 she is cald to 
have lost the chance of becoming 
Queen of England by refusing the 
hand of Prince George (the Inte King 
George V, who was not then even 
accond in the line of succession, his 
father and elder brother dbcing both 
allve), 

On January 10, 1893, she married 
the Crown Prince Ferdinand of 
Rumania—a union which was not 
approved by the ¢hen Queen of 
Rumania “Carmen Sylva" who- hod 
other pinns for her son. 

At first Marle did not adapt her- 
self well to the Hfe in Bucharest and 
her unconventionality led to strained 
relations, The sequel was her sud- 
den departure from the Court for 
Gotha. 

Her polttical enemies did their best 
to discredit her, but Prince Ferdinand 
apset thelr calculations by going to 
Gotha and effecting a reconciliation. 
The princess returned and degan to 
take an active part in politics, doing 
oll in her power 40 Influence 
Rumanian policy in favour of the 
Triple Entente. 

Soon after the oubtreak of war 
King Carol died and Prince Ferdinand 
came to the throne, whereupon Queen 
Marle who had become very popular, 
thanks to her Red Cross work, made 


vigorous efforts to secure Rumania’s 
intervention on the side of the 
Entente. 

When, after two years, this object 
was achieved, It was followed by the 
conquest of her country by the 
Germans, who imposed on Rumania 
in 1918 the Peace of Bucharest. 

But before the year was out the 
military situation changed and the 
Queen persunded her husband to 
denounce the trenty. She herself 
went abroad to make propaganda on 
behalf of Rumania, which In the end 
obtained the accession of the udja- 
cent districts inhabited by Rumanians. 

MOTHER AND SON 

The Queen after the war busied 
herself with mutchmaking, In seeing 
that Rumania was not lost sight of 
by the foreign press and in acting 
as the leader of society. . 

One of her daughters she married 
to King Alexander of Serbia and 
another to the eldest son of King 
Constantine of Greece, Prince George 
who is now King George II. 

She also persuaded Prince Carol to 
dissolve in 1920 his morganatic 
marriage with a Moldavian peasant 
Kivl named Zizi Lambrinu9 and to 
murry in 1921 Princess Helena of 
Greece. But in December 1925, her 
efforts were nullified by Carol's 
decision to renounce succession to 
the throne and his son, Michact, aged 
4, was proclaimed heir. 

Carol's relations with his parents 
had been strained for some time and 
he insisted on golng abrond. It was 
onranged that he should attend 
Queen Alexandra's funcral but he 
pledged himself to return within 
three weeks. Queen Marie wrote 
reminding him of his duties, but he 
returned an unsatisfactory reply 
Which was followed by his letter cf 


renunciation, 
BLOW TO QUEEN 
Prince Carol's action was a great 
blow to his mother, 
In the autumn of 1926 the Queen, 
with Princess Ueana and Prince 
Nicholas, visited the United States.

On the way through France she had 
an interview with Carol which led 
to _a personal reconcillation. 

The Royal party were feted every- 
where In America and the. Quéen 
arranged to write articles on her 
impressions for. the U.S. press. 
After dining with the President, the 
visitors started on held travels In a 

imptuous specia ‘ain, 
oOMeonwhile King Ferdinand's 
ilIness was becoming scrious and Her 
Majesty cut short her visit and sailed 
for Europe on Nov, 24. 

She took an increasingly active 
part in politics and the selection of 
the courller Prince Stirbey in June, 
1927, as Premier in succession te 
Averescu was largely due to her, 
but his Cabinct ‘fell in a fortnight. 

On July 20 the King died and his 
grandson Michael, the son of the 
exiled Carol, was proclaimed. Carol 
now’ persisted claiming the 
throne and returned in triumph a 
few months later, King Michael, hia 
son, becoming Crown Prince. 

Queen Marie wrote the libretto of 
a fairy tale opera “Iiderim" which 
was set by a Rumanian composer. 
She was also the author of a novel 
“Crowned Queens,” 2 romance of the 
type . that lighted the young wo- 
men of 100 years ago. 

WOMAN OF DESTINY 

The charm ond courage and ability 
of Queen Marie of Rumania did 
much to change the history of Europe. 
She was always aware of the diploma- 
tie currents around her and gave 
direction to them at important times, 
says a blographer. 

Before she came to the throne, 
while she was still Princess and the 
wife of Prince Ferdinand, she visited 
the Russian Czar and induced him 
and his wife to meet the Rumanian 
monarch, King Charles. From that 
meeting resulted a distinct warming 
of the relations between the two 
countries, 

More conspicuously, she overcame 
the inclinations of her husband, King 
Fordinand, in the course of the World 
War and brought Rumania into that 
struggle on the side of the Allles, 
though her husband was a Hohen- 
zollern and had practically been ap- 
polnted to his throne by William of 
Germany. 

Born in England, at Eastwell Park, 
Kent, the young Princess Marie lived 
the English court life. Her father 
was the Duk of Edinburgh and Queen 
Victoria was her grandmother. Czar 
Alexander 11 of Russia was her 
grandfather. The child grew up in 
St. James Palace and in Kent. 

CONSPICUOUS BEAUTY 

Married to the Rumanian prince, 
she endeared herself to her new re- 
Jatlons, King Charles and his talented 
wife, Queen Elizabeth, who was 
known as “Carmen Sylva.” She also 
very quickly won the confidence and 
love of the Rumanian people. She 
was conspicuously beautiful in a land 
famed for its beautiful women, and 
she was glited in many ways, 

In the World War and for some 
years afterwards, she experienced 
most diMcult times. The first result 
of her persuason of her husband to 
take up the side of the Allies was a 
disastrous invasion of Rumania by 
German and Austrian armies. When 
these began to sweep the country, 
Queen Marie was distracted by the 
illness of her youngest child, Prince 
Mircea, and when the enemy soldiers 
occupicd Bucharest, the Queen was 
kneeling beside her small son's coffin 
in the Cotroceni Paince. :

The first squadron 
came over the city around 6.25 am, 
An undisclosed number of Chinese 
pursuit planes at once rose to eng- 
ogo them and forced them to retrent. 


The second squadron .came_ over 
about 20 minutes Inter and was 
intercepted’ by the Chinese craft, 
The invaders released some 30 bombs 
in the eastern, outskirts of the clty. 
More than 10 houses were destroyed. 

The four plznes were downed dur- 
ing the two dogfights. 

In the meantime, Wucheng, on the 
west bank of the Poyang Lake, was 
ulgo raided by 10 Japanese bombers, 
which relensed a number of missiles 
in the outskirts—Central News.

raiders who flew over Japan. 
But that dare-deviltry now has 
been matched. ‘ 
It seems almost wrong to try 
to analyse the motives and the 
natures of brave men but, from 
one thing and another-in Japan’s 
war history, it would seem that 
the deliberate self-sacrifice of 
soldiers is by no means un- 
known, and in fact is fairly 
frequent, That is not to say 
there have not been, and are 
not still, others than Japanese 
who would give their liyes to 
save their comrades. But it is 
seldom that they are willing to 
surrender ,themselves without 
making a fight of it.. A Japan- 
ese, bent upon sacrifice, how- 
ever, gives himself no chance of 
life, As at Maohanchen during 
the Sino-Japanese: fighting of 
1982, he takes hig life in his 
handy and flings it away. It is 
a part of his religion, part of his 
soldier’s creed, and not caally 
understood by other peoples, to

A GHOST 


O the Americans ore going to have 

a Clachan too, as the Exhibition 
one has proved such a success. Per- 
haps theirs would be an even greater 
success if they made it the clachan 
that I used to see In my dreams. 


This clachan, Kerrow by name, Was 
a very small clachan, just a few 
scattered houses by the banks of the 
river Glass In Strathglass. Standing 
upart from the others was a small, 
broken-down house, The roof had 
long since vanished; only the shell 
remained—the four bare walls and 
the high gables. 

My grandfather was schoolmaster 
in Strathglass, and my mother used. 
to take us there at hollday times to 
see the old school. On one of our 
visits an old woman—the cailleach as 
they called her—told us the story of 
the ghost of the clachan. Since that 
time the word has meant only one 
thing to me—a great disembodied 
Hand and a disembodied Voice.

The mass 
of the mobilised army remains where 
it was put recently. 


They arc sti!) manning the Czech 
“Maginot Ine" of dugouts and pill- 
boxes running through the moun- 
tains, meadows and cornficlda of 
Bohemia, guarding bridges and bar- 
ricades on the main ronds, 


NO GUARDS HERE 


And even the optimists don't think 
that the Sudeten Germans’ nation- 
ality question will be settled before 
the summer ts over at the earliest, 


One strange thing [ have found, 
The least excited district of all is that 
which has nlways been reckoned to 
be the most threatened In this ertsis. 
the country behind what used to be 
the frontler between Czecho-Slovakin 
and Austria, 


Tt has been called the Achilles 
heel, because the Czech general stalf, 
confident In the pacifte: Intentions of 
the former Austrian Government, had 
not devoted the same attention to

But if the Germans invaded the 
country their big drive would prob- 
ably be directed simultancously from 
Silesta and Austrian to push an iron 
wedge across from Ratibor in Silesia 
to Nikolsburg on the Czecho-Germun 
frontier. This would cut Czecho- 
Slovakia in half, just os Government 
Spain has been cut in half. 

It can't be that the reason for the 
comparative nbsence of barricades 
along here is that there are no Ger- 
mans among the population, There 
are, and mony of them, though not 
in the. most cxposed patch between 
Nikolsburg ond Bratislava, 

In the other parts I kept running 
into Nazi slogans painted on the cot- 
tage walls, “One people, one 

’ Wuhrer. Vote' for Conrad Henlein,” 
they said, 

Ominously similar to the “One 
people, one Relech, one Fuhrer” 
slogan under which Austrian was 
joined up to the German Reich. 

Don't run away with the iden that 
what I am trying to say fs that this 
frontier is without defences. The 
troops are there all right, and masses 
‘of them, but they are-not in such 
evidence os in the northern district, 


LYING IN DITCH

London, July 18. 

A crowded House of. Commons 
heard the Speaker give his rullng on 
the new Breach of Privileges issue 
raised by Colonel A. P. Hencage, 
Conservative M. P. for Louth, who 
raised the subject on Thursday, last 
week by stating that he had informa- 
tion indicating that- Mr. Duncan 
Sandys had not, ijn fact, been 
summoned by a Military Court of 
Inquiry to appear before it. 

Outlining the information supplied 
by. Lt, Col. Heneage, the Speaker 
said that Individual members of tho 
Milltary Court of Inquiry knew 
nothing of the summoning of Mr. 
Sandys.to appear before them, and 
they had not had any say whatever In 
the summoning of witnesses to attend 
the Court, 

The Speaker added that the new 
evidence satisfied him that the officers 
of the Milltary Court must be assured 
that they were entirely dissociated 
from any responsibility for the 
breach of Privilege. } 

The essence of the breach of 
Privilege, however, was the summon- 
ing of o Member of Parliament be- 
fore a Military Court, and whether he 
was summoned by the officers com- 
posing the Court or by oMcers making 
the preliminary arrangements for 
holding the Court was immaterial 
from the stand-point of Privilege. 

It was for the House to decide what 
action, if any, should be taken on 
his disclosure of new facts. 

The Speaker sald his advice would 
be that ‘the matter should be allowsd 
to rest where it was. : 

The finding of the Committee of 
Priviteges and the decision of the 
House remained substantially un- 
affected, sald the Speaker. They had 
found that a Breach of Privilege was, 
In fact, committed, vwlthout making 
any reflection on anybody.—Reuter.

‘Lendon, July 18. 

A crowded House of Commons 
heard the Speaker give his ruling on 
the new Breach of Privileges issue 
ralsed by Coloncl A. P. Heneage, 
Conservative M. P, for Louth, who 
raised the subject. on Thursday lnst 
week by stating that he had informa- 
tion. Indicating - that Mr. Duncan 
‘Sandys had -not,- in . fact, ‘been 
summoned by a Military Court of 
Inquiry ta appear before it. 

Outlining: the information supplicd 
by Lt, Col. Heneoge, the Speaker 
said that individual members of the 
Military’ Court of Inquiry Knew 
nothing of the summoning of Mr. 
Sandys to appear before them, and 
they had not had any say whatever in 
the summoning of witnesses to attend 
the Court, 

The Speaker added that the new 
evidence satished him that the officers 
of the Military Court must be assured 
that they were entirely dissociated 
from any responsibility for the 
breath of Privilege. : 

The essence. of. the breach of 
Privilege, however, was the summon- 
ing of a Member of Parliament be- 
fore a Military Court, and whether he 
was summoned by the ofcers com- 
posing the Court or by oflcers making 
the preliminary arrangements for 
hulding the Court was immaterial 
from the stand-point of Privilege. 

It was for the House to decide what 
uetlon, if ‘any, should be taken on 
bis disclosure of new facts. 

The Spenker said his advice would 
be that the matter should be allowed 


Ito rest where it was. 


The finding of the Committce of 
Privileges und the decision of the 
House remained substantially un- 
affected, sald the Speaker. They had 
found that a Breach of Privilege was, 
in fact, committed, without making 
any reflection on - unybody.—Reuter.

Amadcan ‘Airman 
Asserts 


‘Set. Compass 
Incorrectly 


' Dublin, July. 18. 

The trans-Atlantic flight by 
33-year-old Douglas Corrigan, 
who land 
in Ireland out of the blue at 2.80 
p.m. yesterday, may go down in- 
history as the most remarkable. 
ever made, 

Corrigan clalms that ho flew the 
Atlantic by nalstake! 

Last week .Corrigan made a non- 
stop flight from Los Angeles to New 
York in a ten-yenr old acroplane 
which he purchased for $900, 

After. advising field attendants at 
the Floyd Sennect Airport in New 


York that hé wns taking off on a} 


return flight to Los Angeles, -Corrl- 
gan took -to the air in his battered 
machine at 5,17 am. yesterday. 

“I left the’ Floyd Bennet . Airport 
in New York. to eeturn to Los 
Angeles,” he claimed jn an interview 
with United Press in Dublin to-day. 

“Due to an unfortunate mistake I 
set my compass wrong when I got 
above the clouds. 

“Visibility was very bad from the 
moment I took off and I was flying 
through a dense fog for somc tkme 
before 1 became aware of the fact 
that I was over the sea. 

“When I discovertd my mistake I 
did not Jmow where [ was. My 
petrol was low and i was compelled 
to keep on flying in the direction I 
had first talcen. 

“I was sure surprised to find myself 
over the coast of Ireland.” 

ONLY 30,GALLONS LEFT 

When ‘Corrigan ‘lafided at the 
Baldonneil Airport only 30 gallons 
of petrol remained in the tanks of his 
machine. 

He had neither navigation. instru- 
ments nor radio. 

Only one other perdon hos flown 
solo from New York to Europe. That 
was Colonel Lindbergh, who flew his 
famous “Spirit of St; Louis’ from 
New York to Paris on May 20, 1927. 

Corrigan, who mede his remark- 
able crossing in 28 hours, 13 minutes, 
flew a plane similar to, and almost 
as old as, the machine used by Lind- 
bergh. Actually, three people, in 
addition to Corrigan, have crossed 
the Allantic solo, although not all 
by the routes chosen by Corrigan 
and Lindbergh; The other two are 
the late Wiley Post and late Amella 
Earhart. Jean Batten has also made 
a solo crossing of the south Atlantic. 

Corrigan’s -plune was. in perfect 
cond¥#lon when it Janded in Ireland. 
—United Press, 

NOT AWARE OF ERROR 

Reuter states that Corrigan was not 
aware that he was flying over the 
Atlantic until he was 25 hours in the 
air, when he thought he should have 
been near Los Angeles, his destina~ 

jon. 

“It was only when I caught a 
glimpse of fishing smacks und the 
high hills that 1 realised that I had 
completely lost my bearings,” he sald, 

“OPEN DETENTION” 
Dublin, July 18. 

Corrigan ts held at the U.S. Legation 
under a form of .“open detention” 
pending clarification of his status. 

He ts not interested in being a heru, 
and insisted in personally checking 
over his plane before discussing his 
impressions with United Press, 

“i thought all along that I was en 
route to Los Angeles until I saw the 
fishing smacks off the -Irish coast,” 
he said. “It was only then that 1 
decided EF must have got my 
directions mixed.” 

The single engine of his) ram- 
shackle plane ts only 175 horse-power, 
which is less than that of the “Spirit 
of St. Louis’, which Lindbergh flew 
across the Atlantic IL years ago. The 
speed of the machine is scarcely 100 
m.p.h., so that Corrigan must have 
had the throttle wide open from the 
time he left New York, since the dis- 
lunce is upproximately 2,800, miles, 

HAD TO BANK TO PEE 

He revealed that extra petrol tanks 
installed in the cabin of the plane 
were so high that he had to bank the 
machine to see where he was going. 

The plane was equipped with a 
compass: and turn-banik indicator and 
no other instruments whatever. The 
only food Corrigan had during the 28 
hours he was tn the air was a couple 
of bars of chocolate, - 


The door of the cabin lacked. a 


latch and was fastened shut with. 


wire, 

In one ‘respect his cquipment sur- 
pussed that on the modern plane 
flown round the world last week by 
Howard Ilughes, whe lacked - ‘a de- 
cer. 

Corrigan carricd n 16-foot rod with 
which to, Ienock ice from the wings of 
his plane! 

The Director of Air Commerce 
would not say whethor Corrigan's 
punishment for flying across the At- 
lnntle without permission or’ the 
necessary papers would be severu 

“It's a great day in the history of 
the Irlsh people, and we won't want 
to spoll their fun right now by talking 
punishment,” he -declared.- 

“Our maln problem now is to pre- 
vent other youngsters from starting 
the snme kind. of junkets."—United 
Press.

Four: Raiders 
Downed At 
Nanchang 


Nanchang, July 19. 

It ts now established that al- 
tegether four Japanese planes were 
shot down by Chinese airmen during

Three of the aircraft have been 
located in the vicinity of Nanchang 
while efforts to find the fourth are 
being made by the Chinese military 
authorities, 

The ill-fated machines were among 
a flect of 18 bombers which staged 
raids over the Kiangsi provincial 
capital in two squadrons of nine 
Plancs ench. The first squadron 
eame over the city around 6.25 o.m. 
An undisclosed number of Chinesc 
pursuit planes at once rose to eng- 
age them and forced them to retreat. 

The second squadron cume over 
about 20 minutes Inter and was 
intercepted by the Chinese craft. 
The invaders released some 30 bombs 
in the eastern outskirts of the city. 
More than 10 houses were sicsiroyed. 

The four plenes were downed dur- 
ing the two dogfights, 

In the meantime, Wucheng, on the 
west bank of the Poyang Luke, wus 
also raided by 10 Japanese bombers, 
which released a number of missiles 
in the outskirts.—Central News.

These were the sordid foundations 
for a charge of cruelty ogainst o 
woman, the child’s foster-mother, 
which led to her belng  acntencea 
this morning to three months’ hard 
Jabour, without the option of a fine, 

The woman was Kan Chuen, aged 
31, residing ~ 105 Prince Edward 
Rond. The fncldent was witnessed 
by Mr. Kwok, residing on the first 
floor of the same bullding, who re- 
ported the matter to the Mongkok 
Police Station. 

Evidence in the Kowloon Court 
this morning ‘disclosed that the gir! 
had been tied -by. her wrists to oa 
drain-pipe [n the backyard of the 
Prince Edward Road residence, and 
had then been beaten with a rattan 
cance, * 

The beating was inflected because 
the child ran out into the roadway 
and had not obeyed her foster- 
mother's instructions to come baci. 

“It's beyond all humanity to i+ 
trent a little child like this,” declared 
Mr, K. M, A. Barnett, in sending the 
foster-mother: to prison, 

Mr, Barnett ordered that. the child 
be transferred to the custody of the 
Sceretarlat for Chinese Affairs. Mr. 
Iwok, who first notified the police, 
and Chow Yee-hoo, who gave corro- 
borative evidence of the assnult in 
court, were publicly thanked by His 
Worship for coming forward.

The Japanese’ vessels anchored 
near Shoe Hill at the entrance of the 
lake were withdrawn yesterday, 

However, four Japanese warships 
steamed from Hukow up-river to 
Changchlachow,.: an island In the 
Yangtse River below Kiukiang, and 
shelled Sinkang, cast of Kjuklang. 
Chinese land batteries replied and 
repulsed them, 

Over 100 shells were fired at Lion 
Hill and Great Prince Temple by the 
concentration of Japanese warships 
at Hukow. wade 

Throughout the day Japanese air- 
craft were active along the banks of 
the Yangize River, dumping more 
than 100 missiles at various points. 

Japanese planes.in groups of three 
to six made several visits to’ Kiv- 
kiang. Besides bombs, they dropped 
a number of leaflets. Three machincs 
flew to Slaochinhkew, opposite Kiu- 
kang, and released many bombs and 
machine-gunned the: streets. Many 
civilians were Killed or wounded.— 
Central News, 


Warships Repulsed 


Hankow, July 19. 

Four Japanese warships, accom- 
panicd by a -number of motor 
Inunches, appeared,in the vicinity of 
Wangchlapa, seven; miles from Klu- 
Kiang, on Sunday*afternoon, accord- 
ing to a Chinese: communique.

There have becn few episodes 
in the history -of serial warfare 
daringly coriceived and 80 
successfully carried out as that 
reported the Japanese at 
Nanchang yesterday, when an 
undisclosed number of Japanese 
planes «deliberately turned their

noses to the hangar and slipped 
down to at high speed. 
Thereafter they attempted to set 
fire to Chinese planes on the 
ground and to other property at 
the aerodrome; and finally, 
satisfied with the damage they 
had done, they ran back to their 
own planes and took off—with- 
out losing a man in the opera- 
tion. The , success, of course, 
depended largely upon the 
element of surprise; but that 
does not detract from the. un- 
questionable gallantry of these 
pilots, China set the pace in 
daring by sending out hand-bill 
raiders who flew over Japan. 
But that dare-deviliry now has 
been matched.. 

It seems almost wrong to try 
to analyse the motives and. the 
natures ‘of brave men but, from 
one thing and another in Japan’s 
war history, it would seem that’ 
the deliberate self-sacrifice of 
soldiers is by no means un- 
known, and in fact is ‘fairly 
frequent. That’ is “not to say 
there have not -been, and are 
not still, others than Japanese 
who would give their lives to 
save their comrades. But it is

making a fight of it. A Japan- 
ese, bent upon sacrifice, How- 
ever, gives himself no chance of 
life..

Her political enemies did their best 
to discredit her, but Prince Ferdinand 
upset their calculations by doing to 
Gothn and effecting « reconelliation, 
The princess returned and began to 
take an active part in politics, doing 
all in her power to Influence 
Rumanian policy in favour of the 
Triple Entente. 

Soon after the oubtrenk of war 
King Carol died and Prince Ferdinand 
eame to the throne, whereupyn Queen 
Marie who kod become very popular, 
thanks to her Red Cross work, made 
vigorous efforts to secure Rumanin's 
intervention on the aide of the 
Entente. 

When, after two years, this object 
wng achieved, It was followed by the 
conquest of her country by the 
Germans, who Imposed on Rumania 
In 1918 the Pence of Bucharest. 

But before the year was out the 
military situation changed and the 
Queen” persurded her husband te 
denounce the treaty. She herself 
went abroad to make propaganda on 
behalf of Rumania, which in the end 
oblained the necession of the adja- 
vent districts Inhabited by Rumantans. 


MOTHER AND SON 


The Queen after the war busied 
herself with matchmaking, in secing 
that Rumania was not lost sight of 
by the foreign press and in acthig 
as the leader of society. 

Qne of her daughters she married 
to King Alexander of Serbla and 
another ‘to the cldest son of Kink 
Constantine of Greece, Prince George 
who is now King George II. 

She also persunded Prince Carol to 
dissolve in 1920) his morganatle 
marriage with a Moldavian peasant 
girl named Zizi Lambrinu and to 
marry In 1922 Princess Helena of 
Greece, But in December 1925, her 
efforts were nullified by Carols 
dccision to renounce succession to 
the throne and his son, Michael, aged 
4, was proclajmed heir. 

Carol’s relations with his parents 
had been strained for some time and 
he insisted on going abroad, It was 
anranged that he should attend 
Queen Alexandra's funeral but he 
pledged himsclf to return within 
three weeks. Quten Marie wrote 
reminding him of his duties, but he 
returned an unsatisfactory — reply 
which was followed by his letter cf 
renunciation. 


BLOW TO QUEEN 


Prince Carol's action was uo great 
blow to his mother. 

In the autumn of 1926 the Queen, 
with Princess Ueana and Prince 
Nicholas, visited the United States. 
On the way through France she had 
an interview with Carol which led 
to n personel reconciliation. 

The Royal party were feted every- 
where in America and the Queen 
arranged to write articles on her 
impressions for the U.S. press. 
After dining with the President, the 
visitors started on thelr travels in a 
sumptuous special train. 

Meanwhile King Ferdinand’s 
illness was becoming ¢erlous and Her 
Majesty cut short her visit and sailed 
for Europe on Nov. 24. 

She took an increasingly active 
part in politics and the selection ot 
the courtier Prince Stirbey in Junc, 
1927, as Premier in succession to

geandson Michael, the son of the 
exiled Card], was procinimed, Carol 
now persisted in claiming the 
throne and returned in triumph 4 
few months Inter, King Michacl, his 
son, becoming Crown Prince. .

In the light breeze. 
similarly camou- 
flaged, and buildings are draped with 
the colours of the two nations, inter- 
spersed with messages of welcome. ’- 

‘Coloured fountains are playing In 
the. River Seine, and floodlights 
helghten the benuty of the tree-lined 
boulevards. 

Special fate editions of the news- 
papers carried a message from M. 
Edouard Daiadier, the Premier, who 
said: “In bringing us a valuable 
testimony of thelr personal friendship, 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
make the whole of France aware of 
the elose amity which unites us with 
all peoples of the British Empire. 

“Such a friendship, forged by 
history and fed by experience and 
the difficultics borne together, Is 
precious itself, but circumstances 
render It more precious still because 
it represents the highest and most 
solid determination for peace existing 
in the world to-day,"-—Reuter, 

PARIS EXCITED 
Parts, July 19. 

The French enpital Js’ feverishly 
exelied on the eve of the King and 
Queen's visit. 

Innumerable articles displayed in 
the shop-windows bear the pictures 
of the British sovereigns, the British 
national cojours or the King’s coat of 
arms, 

50 soutthe Partsiens can ac- 
quire hundkerchlefs on which = the 
King’s or Queen's portrait Is printed 
in black and white. 

Trunks, sultcnses, and watches are 
some of the other articles decorated 
in a similar manner, 

All sweets offered for sale are 
wrapped In a red white and blue 
paper and even the dogs of the cle- 
gant Paristennes proudly display the 
British national emblems on their 
collars, 

Even the most deligate lingerie In 
the smart shops on the Boulevards 
has been affected by the Invasion of 
British emblems and the motto of the 
Order of the Garter “Hont soit qui 
mal y pense” is inscribed on lingcrie. 

The aspect of the streets has been 
completely changed by the mass 
influx of British visitors who preced- 
ed thelr sovereigns, Although somc 
of the linguistic efforts of Parisians 
would hardly bear examination by a 
grammatical expert, the inhabitants 
of the French capital have dene their 
Lest to make British visitors feel 
thoroughly at home. 

In the streets through which the 
King and Queen will pass on Tues- 
day life-sized portraits of the British 
sovereigns are displayed by practieal- 
ly every shop.

cov, Soviet Consul-Gencral in Harbin, 
It is learned. 

Informed quarters reveal, however, 
that the Interview between the Sovict 
and the Manchukuo diplomats last 
night ended “practically in fallure. 
The Manchukuo authorities asked 
the Sovicts to reconsider thelr atti- 
tude and co-operate for a prompt 
settlement of the threatening affair. 


Russians Won't Yield 


The Sovict authorities were under- 
stood, however, to persist that the 
locality belongs to Soviet Russia, 
refusing to show any favournble res~ 
ponse to the Manchukuo and Japanese 
demarches, 

‘The Manchukuo Government notl- 
fled the Sovicts that if the fatter 
comply with the Manchukuo requests 
regarding the latest border Incident, 
Hsinking authorities arc ready tt 
start negotiations for the delimitation 
of the disputed fronticr. 

Strong warning was at the same 
time presented to Moscow that the 
entire respunsibllity for serious con- 
tingencies consequent on the present 
situation must. be placed at the door 
of the Soviet Union —Domei, 


Fires Rage In 
Hanyang 


Hankow, July 19. 
A United Press representative In- 
spected «the fires in Hanyang and 
found that the famous arsenal and 
jron works were both untouched. 


Muny civilian houses, however, 
were destroyed.

Threatened Villager To 
Get Money - 


Four ycars' hard labour was the 
sentence passed by Mr. Justice BW. 
Williams at the Supreme Court this 

‘ detective of the Hong- 
kong Police Foree, Leung Chiu-kam, 
charged with robbery by two or more 
fn a village near Shatin, New Terri- 
tories, on June 12. 


The accused. denied the charge and 
was defended by Mr. Hin-shing Lo. 

Mrs W. Js Lockhart Smith, Crown 
Counsel, prosecuted. 


The jury empanelled for the hear- 
ing was Messrs..H. Heitmeycr (¥ore- 
man), G. B, Butt, L. Goldman, H. 
Wong, H. C. Fox, Cheng Fan and 
E. PF. C, Fernandes. 


The accused was alleged to have, 
with another man, demanded $120 
from a farmer named Chan Hei whom 
they accused of having committed n 
erime jn Chinese Territory. Chan 
was threatened that he would be 
handed over to the Chinese Au- 
thoritics to be shot if he did not pay 
the money. It was given in evidence 
that Chan gave the accused $00 as 
payment on account of the $120 de- 
manded. Chan told the Court that 
besides being handcuffed he had been 
menaced with a revolver held by the 
accused. 


Testifying this morning, the accuse] 
said that he has been In the local 
Pollce Force for seven years. Hg had) 
been statloned nt Shatin for some 10 
or 11 months. On Aprii 28 he had 
complained to a European officer that 
he had found it difficult -to get along 
with the villagers around Shatin. On 
June 12, a police informer went to zce 
him at Shatin and together they went 
to the Man Hung village. He did not 
rob Chan Hel of $60. 

In his statement to the police 
following his arrest, the accused suid 
that he had handcuffed Chan because 
he had attempted to run away, He 
never pointed his revolver at Chan. 


SUSPECTED INFORMER 


Questioned by Mr, Lo, the accused 
sald that there was no truth in the 
allegation against him. On hearing 
an accusation against Chan he had 
taken Sik Kal, the village elder, with 
the informer to see Chan, and had 
queried Sik Kai on Chan's character. 
When he learned that Chan had a 
clean record In the village he asked 
the informer if he was sure of the 
accusation he had made against Chan, 
nnd was told that the alleged crime 
against Chan had been committed in 
Chinese territory some 10 years ago. 
He suspected the informer, and even- 
tually set Chan free. . 

In the course of his submissions to 
the Court for the discharge of his 
client, Mr. Lo pointed out to the 
members of the Jury that the accused 
would not be guilty if they found 
that Chun Hel had given him the 
money, supposing that he had, for 
tear of being arrested and talsen into 
Chinese territory ond not because of 
{cnr of actual personal violence. 

After retiring for five minutes the 
Jury returned « unanimous verdict 
of guilty. 

On passing sentence on the accused 


' Mr, Justice Williams said: “The Jury 


has found you guilty, and very rightly 
so, of this very scrious offence, whicn 
js more serlous in view of the fact 
that you have been a member of thd 
Hongkong Police for a humber of
